■  i-iir  ahinals  'are  a  treKandouslj  ^-aluabre  natural  resource  and  should  play 
a'  more  important  part  in  the  overall  plans  for  the  conservation  of  vvdMlife. 
A-  natural  resource  that  yields  an  annual  income'  of  '^jIOO,  000, 0'OO  to  the  trap- 
pers and  $400,000,000  to  the  retail  fur  trade  should  receive  much  more,  atten- 
tion than  it  is  now  getting.  .   -   -■-;■■■  . 

Fur  animals  are  the  property  of  the  people  in  the  various  State's,  and 
their  taking  should  be  managed  for  the  benefit  of  all.   A  Large  majority  of 
those  who  trap  'fi\r   animals  are  faimiers  and  their  sons  v/ho  depend  on  this 
source  of  revenue  to  increase  the  farra  incorie.   The  emplo3/Tnent  and  the  in- 
come it  furnishes  these  people  should  be  sufficient  justification  to  arouse 
public  interest  in  measures  to  insure  a  perrrianent  supply  of  furs,  .  Greater 
nimibers  of  fur  animals  T/.dll  probably  be  taken  this  season  than  for  some  time 
past,  as  there  -./ill  doubtless  be  more  trappers  in  the  field  than  at  any  time 
since  the  beginnihf:  bf  World  War  II.   The  animals  should  be  taken  Trhen  the 
fur  is  prime,  and  the  pelts'  should  be  h?ridled  i\rith  care  so  that  the  trapper 
will  receive  the  highest  market  price  for  them.

The  tabulations  in  this  leaflet  of  the  open  seasons  for  1946-47  on  fur 
animals  and  the  summaries  of  the  provisions  of  State  and  Provincial  laws 
concerning  possession,  sale,  shipment,  export,  and  licenses  nave  been  pre- 
pared primarily  to  aid  Federal  officials  in  conducting  investigations  under 
the  Lacey  Act  and  enforcing  its  provisions  and  to  ansi'/er  inquiries  of  State 
game  officials,  trappers,  and  other  interestea  persons.   Every  effort  has 
been  made  to  have  the  summaries  correct,  but  the  trapping  seasons  in  many 
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states  and  Provinces  being  subject  to  change  by  orders  or  regulations  of  the 
respective-  conservation  authorities,  it  '.Tould  be  -vvell  for  trappers  and  others 
concerned  to  apply  direct  to  the  proper  agency  for  the  latest  information 
on  State  and  Provincial  laws,  orders,  and  reg^alations  before  engaging  in 
trapping  or  other  activities  involving  fur  animals  or  parts  thereof.

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THE  FSDSj~.AL  LACEY  ACT 

An  act  o.C  Congress  of  May  25,  1900  (31  State.  IS?),  as  araended,  known  as 
the  Lacey  Act,  pi-ovides,  among  other  things,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association  to  deliver  or  knowingly  receive 
for  shipment,  transportation,  or  carriage,  or  to  ship,  transport,  or  carry, 
by  any  means  whatever  from  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Col^ainbia 
to,  into,  or  through  any  other  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Colix-nbia, 
or  to  a  foreign  country,  any  wild  aninal,  or  the  dead  body  or  part  thereof, 
imported  froTri  any  foreign  country  contrar;.'-  to  any  law  of  th^e  United  States, 
or  captiired,  killed,  tal-cen,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed  contrary  to  any 
such  law,  or  captured,  killed,  taken,  snippea,  transported,  carried,  pur- 
chased, sold,  or  possessed  contrary  to  the  law  of  any  State,  Territory,  or 
the  District  of  ColuTTibia,  or  forel^^   country  or  State,  Province,  or  otjier 
subdivision  thereof  in  which  it  was  captured,  killed.,  taken,  purchased,  sold, 
or  possessed,  or  in  which  it  was  delivered  or  ]-:r:owirn_;ly  received  for  shipment, 
transportation,  or  carriage,  or  fron  which  it  was  shipped,  transported,  or 
carried  oi'  to  transport,  bring,  or  convey  by  any  means  v/hatever,  from  any 
foreign  country  into  the  United  States  any  wild  ai  jjnal,  or  the  dead  body  or 
part  thereof,  captured,  killed,  taken,  shipped,  transported,  or  carried  con- 
trary to  tne  law  of  the  foreign  ccuntr;/-,  or  State,  Province,  or  other  sub- 
division thereof,  in  which  it  was  captured,  killed,  taJ^cen,  delivered,  or 
knowingly  received  for  shipment,  transportation,  or  carriage,  or  from  which 
it  was  shipped,  transported,  or  carried.   The  act  further  provides  that  no 
person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association  purcjasing  or  receiving  any  ■7ild 
animal^  or  tne  dead  body  or  part  thereof,  imported  from,  any  foreign  country 
or  shipped,  transported,  or  carided  in  interstate  commerce  shall  make  aaiy 
false  record  or  render  any  accoant  that  is  false  in  reference  thereto. 

An  amendment  of  June  15,  1935  (49  State.  330),  confers  upon  em.ployees  of 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  authorization  to  enforce  the  act  (in  accordance 
with  Reorganization  Plan  Ko.  2,  transferring  certaj.n  functions  from  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture),  power  to  arrest  an;.-  person  committing  a  violation 
of  any  provision  of  the  act  in  his  presence  or  viev;,  and  also,  under  warrant, 
authority  to  search  for  and  sieze  any  vdld  animxal. s  or  the  dead  bodies  or 
pa.rts  thereof  shipped,  transported,  or  carried  in  violation  of  the  act. 

An  amendment  of  June  19,  1939  (53  State.  84-0),  proT-ides  that  all  packages 
or  containers,  except  those  from  foreign  countries,  in  vihich  the  f^xrs,  hides, 
or  skins  of  wild  animals  are  shipped,  trancported,  or  carried  shall  be  plainly 
and  clearly  m.ark:ed  or  labeled  on  the  outside  thereof  -.dth  the  nam.es  and 
addresses  of  the  shipper  and  the  consignee. 
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
